The same tactics, however, -were fo'- 
lowed, the passengers and drivers. be- 
ing compelled at the muzzle of a rifle 
to deposit their valuables at a point 
mear the road and they were after- 
wards gathered up by the desperado. 
The bandit is described as a man of 
medium size, and attired in a typical 
cowboy outfit. 


Wholesale Robber Not Caught. 


Livingston, Mont., August 25.—Sol- 
diers and scouts tonight are still 
searching for the bandit who yesterday 
heid up seven stages in Yellowstone 
national park and robbed many pas- 
sengers of $!0,000 !n cash securities 
and jewelry. The chances for his es-

Hole country, famous as a refuge for 
criminals.

The Holder bill was the only one in- 
troduced in the house.

Boyq and Martin. 
termination at early dates of the con- 
viet lease system. All provide for the 
use of convicts upon public works. 

Holder Bill Advocates Confident. 


The advocates of the. Holder bill in- 
sist that this bill Is not only the best 
solution of the convict problem yet in- 
troduced, but that it is the only prac- 
tical solution, They are confident of 
victory. 

The comparatively temperate tone of 
the report made by the special com- 
mittee which has been investigating 
the convict question was taken as a 
vindication of their position. 

“When the charges against the pres- 
ent system ang the prison commission 
began to be made,” said one member, 
“the people thought the change in tne 
system could not be made _ quickly 
enough. They overlooked the serious 
difficulties In the way. The state has 
entered into contracts which do not 
expire until March 31, 1909. After that 
time, if the present plan is not follow- 
ed, provision must be made for the 
care, maintenance and employment of 
the convicts in some other way. This 
will be éxpensive. 

“The bilmof Mr. Holder provides that 
following April !, 19u9, all funds derived 
from the lease of convicts sha!l be used 
to create a special fund to begin a new 
system. No convicts shall be leased 
after December 3!, I91!, and the 
amended lease system may, under the 
proposed bill, be terminted before that 
time if a wavy can be found to cut 
through the practical problems in the 
way.” 

Report Favors Holder Bill. 

The bill of Senator Felder provides for 
the termination of the lease system on 
April !, 1909, the abolition of the pris- 
on commission and the appointment of 
a board of prison directors, and the pur- 
chase of property on which to estab- 
‘lish prison farms. 

As the investigating committee did 
rot recommend the abolishment of the 
prison commission, it 4s thought by 
those conversant with the sentiment 
among solons on both sides of the cap- 
4tol, that the legislature will not now 
do #80. _ 

The bill of Senator Brock is prac- 
tically that introduced in the house by 
Mr. Holder> slightly amended. It pro- 
vides that the lease system sha!) ter- 
minate in 191! and that afterwards the 
convicts shall be @ivided among the 
counties; the revenue to be derived from 
the lease of the men in the meantime 
to be pro rated among the counties to 
aid in caring for the convicts after the 
division is made,

The state treasurer calmly informed 
themé that he.could find no law to ‘war 
rant him in paying the amount. He 
said as he read the law. it only applied 
to the regular session, and no appro- 
priation was .made covering the extra 
session. ; 

He. agreéd to get the- judgment of 
Atiorney General Hart upon the mat- 
ter, and forthwith laid the case before 
the *state’s legal adviser. « 

Judge Hart held,tnat the law mak- 
ing appropriation for the legislative de- 
partment for the year 1909-09 would 
cover the case. He cited the appro- 
priation act of 1907, which provides 
“for compensation of the members of 
the genera) assembly $4 per diem 
each, and mileage at the rate of 10 cents 
per mile by the nearest practicable 
route in going to and returning from 
the capitoal.”’ 

He held that if a specified amount 
had been named a8 compensation, no 
more could be paid without a special 
appropriation; but that’since the extra 
session was legally called, the same 
compensation was due legislators as for 
a regular session. ;

and prosperity all over Georgia. 


Extend Road to Sea. 


Foremost among the opportunities presented 
is the extenston of the Western anf Atlantic 
railroad to the ocean. 

Tne Western and Atlantic in its 

form is a great property, but jt will 
danger at the completion of the lease to the 
Neshvillie, Chattanooga and St. Louis Rail- 
{road Company unless the scheme of its origi- 
|nators is executed, and it ts extended to deep 
water at one on more of our ports. 

I have no qoubt that a line built from the 
present terminus of the Western and At- 
'lantic raflroad to one or more ports in our 
stafe could be leased for a sum which would 
pay interest on the cost pf construction, and 
also interest on several millions of dollars in 
excess of the cost. 

The éxtension will protect our present prop- 
erty, yield a handsome net.profit to the state, 
and largely contribute to the permanent com- 
mercial independence of our people by the 
control of interstate freight rates. 

I present these views Yecause the time 
must come when they will be executed and 
because no disposition @ convicts should be 
made which wil! prevent their use inf this 
great enterprise when the state is ready to 
undertake it. 

Plan for Present. 
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For the present, I suggest a plan for hand- 
ling the convicts while promising less at 
present is simple and easier, but out of which 
Ll hope eventually to gee grow the larger uses 
which I have mentioned. 

1. Submit a constitutional amendment to 
the people which will name the time beyond 
which the leasing of convicts in Georgia shall 
cease. This amendment should be ddvertised 
on Wednesday, September 2, so no tinf® can 
be lost in its passage. 

2. Pass a bill to raise addifonal 
for‘ your penitentiary system. 

8. Encourage each county to take its mis- 
demeanor and felony convicts and work upon 
the publia roads and upon other public im- 
provements in the county. I have hearu trom 
the ordinaries of many of the counties of the 
state, and their letters indicate a general dis- 

osition by the counties to use the convicts 
aiong the lime I have suggested. 

Let Counties Join. 


4. Where the quota of convicts, Mmisdemea- 
nors and felonies, going to a particular coun- 
ty is too small in number to justify their 
economic use by the county to receive them, 
permit any twO6 or more counties to join to- 
}gether, consolidating their convicts, and allow 
them to work part of the time in each county, 
the amount of work in each county to be ap- 
portioned according to the number of con- 
viets each county has in the combined force. 
This plan of exchanging convicts should be 
enlarged as far as possible. 

6. The state would retain\charge of the 
balance of the convicts. The state should have 
two or more farms as a basis of operation. It 
might buy, one or more iron or coal mines. 
‘Those convicts whose dangerous character 
might render it ad@visablé that they be not 
worked upon the public roads should be re- 
tained by the state and worked on the farm 
or in the mines. Upon the farms~the state 
should raise all that the convicts needed to 
eat. The convicts upon them should make 
clothes, shoes, wagons and al) classes of sup- 
plies needed by the state for the convicts and 
their use. 

I have carefully examined the experiment 
of working convicts upon farms, which has 
been made in a number of southern’ states. 
Indeed, ft can scarcely longer be called an 


revenue 


experiment. It has been fully demonstrated 
that this class of work 4 negro convicts oan 
be made profitable to'the state and yet 
furnish an op unity for pérforming tne 
atate’s duty to the convict to the fullest ex- 
tens.

Honesty and Ability. 


At the head of your penitentiary system 
there must be ability, honesty and enthusiasm. 
Those in charge on salaries should be re- 
quired to give their entire time to the work. 
Those acting ag supervisors should give their 
entire time to it. Those handiing farms should 
be called to no divided allegiance and should 
mot be subjected to the development of selfish 
action by seeing their own property calling for 
their aitention iu the neighborhood of the 
state's property. 

There must be the earnest desire to help 
the peopie of Georgia by aiding the counties 
With information and inspiration, that they 
may handle their convicts humanely, yet 
economically; that they may perform the duty 
Of the state to those convicted of crime and 
yet bring returns to the citiztns by improv- 
ing in the most practical and economical man- 
ner the roads and public enterprises of te 
county. 

The study of good roads is attracting the at- 
tention of the country. A great amount uf in- 
formation as to how they should be built can 
be furnished, and intelligent suggestion should 
be made from the state's penitentiary offi- 
cers to the officers of the localities charged 
with handling convicts. 

The whole svstem should receive supervision 
by the atate, uninfluenced by politics or by 
selfishness, and inspired by-real patriotism. 


The Parole System. 


I commend to 
the parole system 


your favorable consideration 
as part of our plan for 
handling convicts. With ample farm facilities 
connected with the general plah of handling 
the problem. the convict might well, during 
the last of his confimenent, be permitted to 
work in citizen's clothes for 
going back among the public. To discharge 
from chains and atripes @ dangerous convict 
with no progressive step taken by which his 
reformation is sjught, can not be contem- 
plated without almost a shudder of alarm 
when we see the danger of such a course. 
The reformatory for the young should be 
greatly improved. I believe care and thought 
directed toward it from those at the head 
of your system will be productive of valuabie 
resulter 


Misdemeanor Convicts, 


I will not dwell upon the misdemeanor con- 
viots as a separate class. It is scarcely neces- 
sary for me to say that the leasing of mis- 
demeanor convicts to individuals with no state 
supervision should not be tolerated, and 1 in- 
cline to the -.opinon that individuals and 
corporations in Georgia handling misdemea- 
nor convicts are in many instances subject to 
prosecution and suits fer faise imprisonment. 

I know that we are all agreed upwn the 
separation of the races, and that you will 
make ample provision in whatever’ legislation 
you pass covering this question and providing 
for the care upon the state farm of female 
convicts, whether: convicted of misdemeanors 
or felonies. 

Any information which I have. received from 
other states or from the county officers is at

Danger of Monopoly. 


From :an economic” standpoint, a 
monopoly is objectionable. The moment 
a corporation secures a practical 
monopoly in the production or sale of 
any article, certain evils appear which 
Outweigh any good that can come from 
large production or control. Where- 
ever private monopolies exist, certain 
irresistible tendencies manifest them- 
selves. First, it raises prices—this is 
the first thing thought of for the in- 
creasing of profits. Then, in propor- 
tion as it becomes the only purchaser 
of the raw material, it reduces the price 
of the raw material, and the producer 
of that raw material, having no other 
market, must accept the price offered. 
In this way, too, the profits of the cor- 
poration are increased. Third, a re- 
duction in the quality of the product 
affords an opportunity for increasing 
profits. Fourth, reduction in wages fo!- 
lows wherever conditions ‘will permit. 

The business men of the country have 
felt the pressure of the trusts. 

The traveling men naturally take 
especial interest in the trust question, 
because the more complete the monopoly 
secured by a corporation the less they 
are needed. We have no more intelli- 
gent class than the representatives of 
commeree, and their retirement from 
the road would mean a serious loss to 
the ecountrv while a few  prongoters 
would be the only persons benefited, 
they gaining by the capitalization of 
the salaries saved by: the elimination 
of competition.

In view of the silence of the railroad commission, it cannot be charged 
that The Telegraph has taken an extreme or an unfair-view of the case. 

The merest tyro in matters of state knows that the object of attaching 

me name of the state to a suit in law or equity, or even against increased 
freight rates, is to give it a strength and force it would not and could not 
have when prosecuted simply by individual complainants. 
. Will not the failure of the Georgia commission to take a hand in this 
fight be accepted by the interstate body itself as acquiescence on the part 
of the State in the demand of the railroads ‘for the perpetuation of these 
increases? 

Certainly it is not unreasonable to presume that the absence of state pro- 
test in a case of this sort will give added weight to the.position of the rail- 
roads in their effort to establish the higher rates. r. 

Again, we appeal to the railroad commission, now while it is not too 
late, to join us in this fight against an added traffic burden which has not 
been justified on any reasonable ground. 

Nor do we believe, upon the threshold of traffic movements the like of 
which the country has never known before, evidenced by the action of the 
railroads themselves in placing extensive orders for new equipment, it can 
be justitied. 

Up to this time.the railroads have been pleading with the public not to 
force a reduction o eir freight rates. They claimed that they were fighting 
for their very existence in the effort to maintain rates which prevaned up

to the recent increase—that the campaign cry to take away from them 


$4,000,000 a year in freight rate reduction would bankrupt every road in 
the state. 

Now, the people have met them half way and the $4,000,000 pledge hav- 
ing been lost in the politial junk heap, the people are ready to concede 
the old rates. 

But they are not ready to concede an increase without protest, and they 
have a right to demand that the railroad commission, whose expense account 
has been put up to some $32,500 a year, make some sort of a display be- 
fore the interstate commerce commission in the effort to prevent an unpec- 
essary and unjustifiable increasé.

WHERE TIME IS MONEY TO THE STATE! 


The members of the general assembly have been called in extraordinary 
session to settle the convict problem, but the time during which they may 
sit for that purpose is unlimited by law. 

There will be a great temptation, therefore, to indulge that propensity 
for talk for which not a few of the members have become famous. 

It should be impressed upon the legislators that there is a material dif- 
ference- between the regular and.the extraordinary sessions. The regular 


| Sessions are limited to fifty days, and it is a well recognized fact that whether 


the time is occupied in real work or not! the legislative body never adjourns 
until the last hour of the last day on which it can legally sit. , 

The time must be consumed somehow until the fifty-day limit expires 
and, perhaps, it might as well be done in talk as any other way. 

But when it comes to an extraordinary session, an extraordinary and 
unexpected burden is imposed upon the people, and talk at $2,000 a day 
will scarcely meet with their unmixed and unqualified approbation. 

Every member who is inclined to unloose his tongue should remember, 
therefore, that he does it at an expense to the treasury of about $2,000 a 
day, or, considering the average length of sessions, a fifteen-minute spread 
Of oratory costs the people of Georgia approximately $109. 

Aside from this, the convict question has already been pretty well 
threshed out in the regular Session, and there will be no need of talk except 
just sufficient to explain the meaning of new or important details which may 
be presented. 

With the time that has already been given to the convict quéstion, the 
legislature ought to be able to conclude its labors within six days, just time 
enough to comply with the constitutional requirements of reading the nec- 
essary measures three times on separate days in each house. Even that will 
cost the state from ten to twelve thousand dollars. 

The talk of continuing the session for a month is absurd. 
sult in an outrageous and unnecessary expense upon the state. 

Six days will not only give ample time to enact all essential measures, 
but will afford abundant room for all the talk that should be indulged in, 
and considerably more. | 

if the legislature feels inclined to turn itself into a debating society; let 
it hold night sessions in which the members may talk at will, but not ex- 
tend the session one single day beyond the time absolutely necessary to 
enact the measures called for to meet the emergency presented by the con- 
vict sjtuation. 

What the people want is a business session with business action. 

Talk at $2,000 a day will not appeal to them! -

The Georgia Convict System, 
Editor Constitution: I wish it to be under- 
stood at the outset that I am not a defender 
of Georgia system. It should 
certainly be either matérially amended or 
probably totally abolished. As I have never 
studied this question from the viewpoint of a 
man who from his official position will be 
expected to pasg judgment upon it. I do not 
consider myself capable or saying what is 
the best remedy for the evils that exist.

Washington, August 20.—A8sistant Seé- 
retary of the Treasury Coolidge and 
Chief Montgomery, of the customs ‘di- 
vision of that department, today pre- 
sented to Senator Burrows, as the repreé- 
sentative of the senate committee on 
finance, tfie views of the department 
as to tne changes believed to be neces- 
sary in the administrative features of 
the tariff law.

using and had used his official position 
for the purpose of private. gain. Mr. 
Moore contends, as to the admitted 
transactions, that there was nothing 
improper, immoral or illegal in his con- 
duct, and further caentends that the 
State did not lose anything thereby. 
We are utterly uneple to -concelvé 
how a high-minded state official could 
close his eyes to the impropriety and 
reprehensibility of such conduct. Such 
transfers meant frequently the discon- 
tinuance of established camps, the es- 
tablishment of new camps, the substi- 
tution of new lessees, the removal or 
transfer of deputy wardens, and like 
considerations of policy and interest to 
the state, and upon which the commis- 
sion had a right to expect the disinter- 
ested opinion: and advice of its chief 
officer before it approved such trans- 
fers. It needs only a statement of 
these facts to prove that. when he ne- 
gotiated these transfers for a money

consideration, the state warden placed 
himself in a position where he was no 
longer qualified to disinterestedly ad- 
Vise his superiors, 

We further find that ‘such conduct 
on the part of its chief inspecting off!- 
cer was brought to tne official notice 
of the prison commission and the gov- 
ernor last November, by the chairman 
of the penitentiary committees of the 
senate and house. The governor also 
communicated this information to the 
commission. Subsequently, Mr. Moore 
was permiited, by commission, to 
resign office January |. following. 

The acts of 1897 and 1903 created no 
office as “state warden,’ but au- 
thorized the appointment by the prison 
commissions of ‘wardens, and fixed the 
maximum salary for each at $100 per 
month.

The tllegal Salary. 


We find that for several years 
Mr. Moote has received a salary of 
$100 per month as state warden, and 
an additional salary of $40 per month 
as inspector of misdemeanor camps. We 
further find at this salary was paid 
by executive* warrants commencing 
under Governor Atkinson's administra- 
tion, In our opinion this additional 
salary of $40 per month was improper, 
illegal, and without authority of law.

These facts, we find, were brought to 
the official notice of the commission, at 
the sdme time and in the same manner 
as were the facts In reference to the 
state warden, and the evidence is that 
in March last the commission issued an 
arder forbidding the continuance of this 
practice. The evidence before the com- 
mittee shows that no further inquiries 
have been made by the commission 
since tpe issuance of the order. It is in 
evidence before the committee § that 
Deputy Wardens . 8. Tyson and Ed 
Cox, and lessees, the Cherokee Brick 
Company. and H. Stevens & Sons Conr- 
pany, have not obeyed this order and 
discontinued the practice. 

Wie recommend that the commission 
discharge these two deputy wardens. 
and also advise that the penaities pro- 
vided by law for such flagrant digre- 
gard of the commission's orders be en- 
forced against the lesseés. 

The undersigned were amazed at the 
indifference as to proper official con- 
duct with whieh députy wardens and 
lessees have looked upon this practice, 
and indeed it seéms’ to’ have ®ecome a 
custom acquiesced in by all and sanc- 
tioned by the former state warden, who 
had knowledge of it, and in at least one 
instance advised it. 

We find also that In several instances, 
as will be noted in the evidence, physi- 
cians ang guards received compensa- 
tion or perquisites from lessees, in one 
instance ‘the secretary of the commis- 
sion in-informing, a camp physician of 
a reduction in his salary, advising that 
he look to the lesste for the amount of 
the reduction, whieh he did. .

The law and the rules of! 
the commission required them to s¢e 
that the reasonable labor sold to the 
lessees was delivered; they were re- 
quired to see that the convicts were 
worked humanely, under sanitary con- 
ditions and healthful surroundings, 
within fixed hours, and were fed, 
clothed, housed and cared for in health 
and in sickness, according to specific 
rules laid down in the law and by the 
commission agting under the law. By 
thig same la and under these rules 
and under their contracts and bonds 
the lessees owed the state solemn du- 
ties, for the failure to perform which 
heavy penalties ang forfeitures were 
prescribed by the law and nominated 
in the bonds. The wardens stood as 
the watchmen of the state and the 
uardians of its convicted criminals. 

‘or these trusted state officials to be- 
come also the employees of the lessees 
and to receive from them compensation 
frequently as large as that paid by the 
state and oftentimes from 25 to 150 
per cent larger, was to place them- 
selves under such obligations as would 
interfere with, if not render impossible, 
honest discharge of their duties to the 
state or its wards. No mere man can 
serve two masters with conflicting in- 
terests. This igs the truth of God, as 
well aS human experience. The evi- 
dence before us conclusively proves 
that deputy excep- 
tions, and 
rules and abuses of convk / 
established by the eVidences ave due to 
the existence and universal practice of 
this pernicious custom. It {s no extenu- 
ation to contend that the state paid 
these officers only meager salaries. We 
believe these salaries are too small, but 
the state officer who has no higher 
conception of official duty and pro- 
priety than to supplement insufficient 
salaries by the acceptance of gratui- 
ties from lessees whose interests are 
opposite to those of the state, and may 
at any time become conflicting, or in- 
volve the incurnming of heavy penalties 
Or the forfeiture of valuable contracts, 
and in which his conduct may be the 
deciding issue, puts himself where it 
may become impossible to earn even 
the meager salary paid by the state. 

It is no excuse for intelligent lessees 
to argue that these wardens were ren- 
dering them services for this compen- 
sation. They doubtless were, and this 
constitutes in itself a ground for seri- 
ous criticism. These services in many 
cases were such as ought not to have 
been rendered, because itn conflict with 
services owed the state, and where this 
might not be true they required the 
time of state officers which belonged to 
the state, and unquestionably distract- 
Qed their minds and attention from the 
discharge of official duties in positions 
of great and real trust. 

We fee) bound to criticize intelligent 
lessees even more geverely than we do 
underpaid wardens These lessees are 
business men of ability, experience and 
Character, and it seems to us that a 
moment's reflection would have im- 
pressed them with the grave impro- 
priety of such practices. 

As to the Commission's Knowledge.

We find at many of the camps, from 
the monthly reports of the wardens, 
that the rules of the commission pre- 
scribing the diet, particularly as to 
fresh meat, are not complied with, and 
we recommend that strict inquiry be 
made as to the diet and the rules in 
regard thereto be enforced. 


Chaos at the Farm. 


“4 If there is or has been any mis 
management or misconduct on the part 
of any employee, guard or other office 
charged: with the control and conduct 
of the prison farm in Baldwin county." 

We find and report an utter lack of 
business methods~in practice at the 
prison farm near Milledgeville, and call 
especial attention to the report of the 
expert accountants, filed herewith, con- 
cerning the lack of books or records, 
and of any system of accounting at 
this institution. There are considerable 
state funds handled at this institution, 
and a permanent record of receipts and 
expenditures, with proper’ vouchers 
should be kept. From the evidence we 
have been able to secure, it is impossi- 
ble for us to form any conclusion or 
report whether al] state funds received 
here have ‘been properly accounted for. 
or whether all expenditures made have 
been legitimate. This is true from the 
beginning of the institution, and the 
large expenditures made in construc- 
tion account down to date. The evi- 
dence shows that since its establish 
ment only one superficial inspection of 
the memorandum books and records 
has been made by the secretary of the 
cOmmissien. The evidence shows that 
there was no examination of the books, 
vouchers, records. or any criticism of 
the lack thereof, by any member of the 
commission, 

We suggest that a proper system of 
bookkeeping and accounting, and a com 


plete reorganization at this institution, 
be directed at once. 

The evidence shows that 
curse to any government, 
business, {js in practice at the prison} 
farm.

The superintendent is allowed by the 
commission a home on tne farm for hiin- 
self and family, but this committee does 
not think that he should keep live stock 
there at the expense of tthe state, and 
they recommend that this practice by 
the superintendent be discontinued. 

The evidence further discloses that a

Violations of Contract, 


‘3. If any lessee is violating or has 
violated his contract or any rule or

We are of the opinion that the rules, 
regulations and orders of the commis- 
sion have been violated by the follow- 
ing lessees, and in the following par- 
ticulars, to-wit: 

In néght work at the mines of the 
Durham Coal and Coke Company, and 
the Lookout Mountai, Coal and Coke 
Company; and at the camp of the 
Chattahoochee Brick Company, the 
rules providing that the _ state’s con- 
victs shall be worked only from sun- 
rise to sunset, and have specified rest 
hours; and also In excessive tasks*im- 
posed, and the too frequent whipping 
for “shortage On tasks’’ in the Durham 
Coal and Coke Sompany and the Look- 
out Mountain Company’s mines. 

The evidence also shows that the 
Chattahoochee Brick Company regu- 
larly employs convicts in Bunday work, 
and has frequently called them out be- 
fore suririse and kept them at work 
after sunset, and at thie camp the bed- 
ding and clothes and eating quarters 
have been in a filthy and wheanitary 
condition. 

We also find that Cruger & Pace, at 
Albany, and the Flowers Brothers Lum- 
ber Company, at Blakely, have been 
working their convicts !n violation of 
the ruleg before sunrise and after sun- 
set; and that at the plants of the Cher. 
Okee Brick Company and’ the _  Bibh 
Brick Company and-of 8.

There has been evidence of cruelty in| 
the administration of punishments at! 
the farm. One white man, in receiving. 
a whipping, testified that he was maim-| 
ed in one of the delicate organs of his 
body. We have had no evidence con- 
tradicting this fact, the

dence tending to show that the convict 
deserved punishment. 

The evidence also shows that upon 
occasion a negro convict, who 
claimed to be sick, was forced to the 
den Slater. When he arrived at the 
work, as testified to by the working 
boss, was laid in the shade and in a 
few hours wags a corpse. 

Such Inhuman neglect In ascertaining 
the physical condition of convicts be- 
fore forcing them to hard labor is 
cruelty and should be severely cen- 
sured. 


Reformatory Disregards Law. 


“5. If the Georgia state reéeformatory 
is being conducted in accordance with 
the provisions of the act creating the 
institution.” 

The committee .finds that the Georgia 
state reformatory is not being conduct- 
ed in accordance with the provisions of 
the act. This act specifically provided 
that the whites and the biacks should 
be kept Separgte. This. provision is 
totally disregarded. There is but one 
residence building upon the grounds, 
and the negroes ang the whites both 
sleep and eat in this building, though 
in different rooms, and they also work 
together. 

The act further provides that the in- 
mates shall be instructed in the ele- 
mentary branches of an _ education. 
This provision tg also disregarded. No 
teachers whatever have been furnished 
tor instructing these youthful crim- 
ihals, 

The law provides further that they 
shall be given certain manual training. 
This has not been done. Indeed, as has

been heretofore reported by the gover- 
nor, the institution as it !s now run is 
but a juvenile prison farm, and practi- 
cally no feature of a reformatory fs in 
practice, though the act creating the 
Institution provtdes for an up-to-date 
reformatory. 

The prison commission give as their 
reasons for not complying with the 
law that they have not been furnished 
a sufficient amount of money for the 
needs of the institution, and we be- 
lieve that sufficient funds have not 
been appropriated. They give as their 
reason for not having constructed sep- 
arate buildings for the whites and 
blacks that they did not contemplate 
that any negroes would be sent to the 
institution. 

The committee is of the opinion that 
the reformatory is a necessary institu- 
tion, and that it should be properly 
cared for by the state and sufficient 
funds appropriated for that purpose, 
and that buildings shoutd be erected so 
as to keep the whites and blacks sepa- 
rated. The inmates should also b¢é 
given the manual training provided by 
the act, and teachers should be fur- 
nished in accordance with the nequire- 
ments of the law. 

From the evidence submitted, the 
committee is of the opinion that the 
superintendent and the matron, his 
wife, have done the best they could 
with the funds and.the encouragement 
they have had. There is no reason ‘why, 
with proper care and a compliance with 
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the law, this institution should not be 
made to do great good in the reforma- 
tion of youthful criminals, and to 
otherwise carry out the purpose and in- 
tention of the legislature when it was 
created. The fact that it is located 
in the same county where the prison 
farm is located is no reason why it can 
not be made a complete reformatory in 
fact as well as i, name, and its pres- 
ent location should not in any way de- 
tract from its usefulness, 

The committee recommends that @ 
sufficient appropriation be made at the 
present session of the general assembly 
to oonstruct the necessary buildings 
and to purchase the requisite equip- 
ment for this institution, and to other- 
‘wise supply its needs. 

The committae further recommends 
that the entade now at tnig institution 
be removed to some other place at once, 
and that hereafter the institution be 
operated exclusively for whites. 

We also recommend that any white in- 
mates now in said institution who weré 
sent there when over sixteen years of 
age be removed, and that the prison com- 
mission be given authority to decline to 
receive any person who it issatisfied is 
over sixteen years of age at the time of 
hig or ner commitment. 

“6, If there is any mismanagement of 
or cruelty to or other violation of the 
law or rules and regulations of the 
prison commission by any of the lessees 
or officers or employees of the state in 
any of the camps where the convictg are 
worked by the lessees.”’ 

Charges of cruel and excessive pun- 
ishment of convicts in quite a number of 
cages have ibeen brought to our atten- 
tion. We ‘have investigated several of 
these “cases. Many otners have been 
mentioned to different members of the 
committee, but the committee has not 
had time to investigate every case, nor 
have we considered it necessary to do 
so. We thave deemed it the duty of the 
cammittee to investigate such charges 
only as «would indicate whether these 
cases were merly sporadic, or as liable 
to occur under the system, or 48 
Chargeable to the indifference or the 
state's officials or tne lessees, to the 
common dictates of humanity. We be- 
lieve, from the evidence, that charges of 
cruelty are well founded. We are un- 
willing to dismiss ag unworthy of belief 
some of the evidence taken in regard 
thereto because given by ex-convicts, 
once convicted murderers, perjurers or 
discharged employees and disgruntied 
contractors. In some cases we have 


or | Biven little weight to all or partg of such 


testimony, but it should be remembered 
that much of this evidence is from white 
ex-convicts, who have been recommend- 
ed for pardons by toe prison commis- 


‘sion. after serving very small] parts of 


their sentences; that it has related in 
a majority of instances to cruelties to 
others, and in exaggerating which they 
would shave no interest; that in many 
instances their testimony thas been cor- 
roborated certainly in important particu- 
lars, and frequently in whole, @nd in 
every instance as to the fact of punish- 
ment 

It should be remembéred that the one 
case, to-wit: that of the negro oon: 
viet who was sweated to death in 
Flowers’ camp at Jakin, in which the 
chairman of the commission and the 
state warden acted as prosecutors, was 
brought to their attention a year after 
its occurrence through the public press 
because of revelations made by ‘ 
convict. The truth is, we deem 
most impossible to secure evidence 
crueities from convicts now In prison 
or from officers and guards who inflict 
or permit such while in the employ 
of the state and the lessees; it is 
hardly natural to expect evidence 
from these sources. The state now 
has @wo ‘Inspectors, one of them has 
sworn that hé@ thas never been, 
ever expects to go, into a mine in 
which the state’s convicts are workec 
io see what they are doing therein, 
what is required of them or what tasks 
are required of them. The deputy war- 
dens, their own testimony and ad- 
missions, rarely inspect these mines 
and vet they punish, frequentiy and 
Severely, on the report of an employee 
of the lessee that some task has not 
been accomplished, without actua 
knowledge of the severity of the 
or ot the conditions under which 
been accomplished, without 
the only source Of information as 
what happens in these mines or as 
the conditions under which the conv 
are worked must come from 
Victs or ex-guards or ex-employees. 


The Case of Abe Winn. 
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A white 
tuberculosis, accidentally or 
it ls immaterial which, pours hot coffee 
On a deputy warden’s hog. The deputy 
warden and owner of the hog decides 
that the scalding Was purposely done. 
He proceeds to whip the boy until 
is exhausted and is compelled to g¢ 
into the hospital, from which only eigtat 
weeks later he is brought out a corpse, 
never having left his bed after admis- 
sion. The camp physician first 
his cCaSe as pneumonia, 
teatified afterward developed 
and that this was 
cause of his death. This 
technically true. 
er, knowing his desperate condition, ac- 
cepts this ag true. These can al! be 
real facts—consumption, let it be ad- 
mitted, was the cause of the death. But 
the shocking. uworrible truth is that ar 
angry and cruel state officer, selfishly 
interested in punishing, whipped to the 
very door of the hospital, from which 
he was later brought a corpse, a boy 
within eight weeks of a consumptive 
death. The whipping, under guch con- 
ditions, was the cruel. fact—whether it 
was to the death or only te the hospital 
aoor. 

The negro convict at Jakin, referred 
to above, is disobedient, unruly or at- 
tempts to escape, it matters not, He 
doubtiess deserves punishment, severe 
punishment. Let all this be granted; 
an inhuman state officer decides that 
he will sweat him, and gives orders 
accordingly. The convict is sweated, 
wrapped head and body ang feet in 
blankets and inclosed in a box. He 
dies. A camp physician certifies that 
his death was caused by congestion of 
the lungs. Doubtless it was. The re- 
port is accepted without question or 
investigation. One year later a convict 
who has finished his term tells the 
truth, and though inspectors had visit- 
€q that camp time and again, no whis- 
per of the truth seems to have reached 
them, Upon investigation it was found 
that an ex-convict can tell the truth, 
though while he is a convict he dare 
not open his mouth. The cruelty was 
in the form of punishment adminis- 
tered. 

Another negro, Peter Harris by name, 
claiming to be sick, is whipped and 
put to work, till he falls exhausted, and 
two hourg later is dead. Some of the 
witnesses testify that he was whipped 
to death; others, including the camp 
physician, that his death was due to 
congestion from the excessive drinking 
of cold water while overheated. VW heth- 
er the whipping caused death or not 
does not mitigate the fact that a sick 
convict, to whom 
swears he had that 
purgwative, ig later 
work at admittedly 
hotiest task, and in a few 
dead. This constitutes cruelty. 

A white man is confined at the Dur- 
ham coai mines under a twenty-year 
sentence. He refuses to work. The war- 
den decides to adiminister a whipping. 
He has the reputation of being a ve! 
desperate character. He 
needed severe punishmem and 
have received it. The warden calls 
him out and orders him to strip io 
receive a whipping. He refuses and 
resists all appeals and threats. finally 
he draws ‘a razor and starts toward 
the warden though shackeled. The war- 
den insists he made three efforts to 
reach him (the warden), and that he 
finally told him hg would shoot if he 
did not submit. The warden admits he 
could have kept out of his reach by 
retreating, and virtually admits his life 
was not in danger, but that he decided 
that if he did not shoot him his au- 
thority would be lost and guards and 
convicta would no longer respect it 
and as he declares, he shot to kill him, 
aiming directly between his eyes. He 
hit him in the side of the neck and 
killed him almost instantly, Ex-Guard 
Tatum swears that when the warden 
shot, the convict was standing still, 
had covered hig eyes with his hands, 
and told the warden to shoot. The evi- 
dence shows that a coroner's jury in- 
vestigated this homicide, and two 
grand juries returned -‘‘No bill’ 

The committee condemns this homi- 
cide. It does- not believe a warden 
has a right:to kill a convict merely to 
assert his authority or for any salutary 
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have On guards or convecits. He could 
have only been justified when neces- 
Sary to protect his own life or that of 
his guards. He could not have been in 
serious danger surrounded as he was at 
the time of the shooting by twenty- 
with loaded shotguns. 
Any one of them, had the man started 
to cross the ten or fifteen feet interven- 
could have stopped him with a 
The warden might have been ex- 
cusable had he shot merely to cripple. 
When he deliberately Killed the Man, 
under the circumstances related by him, 
he committed an unlawful act apd, 
should have been punished therefor. 


Whipping Reports. 


The monthly ‘whipping reports tothe 
commission, examined by the commit- 
tee, show an unusually large number of 
whippings at the Durham coal mines, 
the Lookout Mountain mines, and the 
Chattahoochee Brick Company. A 
large percentage of the whippings at 
these two mining camps are (for 
“shortage on tasks’ and for ‘slate in 
coal.’’ The hospital reports from the 
Durham mines aiso show what seems 
to be a large percentage of cases in 
the hospital resulting from accidents 
in the mines, from faliing sljlate and 
causes. The evidence before us 
in these two mines the con- 
viets are required to mine certain 
quantities of coal in a day, free from 
some unproven percentage of slate, 
and that when they fail to secure these 
tasks or have too much slate in the 
coal, on complaint of the mining bosses 
they are whipped by the state’s offi- 
cers. The evidence also shows that 
the reasonablenesSs of these tasks de- 
pends largely on the size of the vein, 
on the conditions under which the 
is carried on, on the expert- 
ness of the particular operator, on 
the amount of ‘‘propping’’ to be done, 
and the fact as to whether properly pre- 
pared and: sized propping material tis 
supplied, on the ‘“‘greenness’’ of the op- 
erator, etc. 

The evidence further shows that the 
mining boss or foreman, an employee 
of the lessee, fixes the task, and de- 
cides if it has pbeen obtained, or if 
there is too much slate in it. 

The evidence shows that neither In- 
spector Deadwyler nor Inspector Burke 
nave ever been into either of these 
mines. Unspector Deadwyler is 73 years 
old, too old, in our opinion, for the ardu- 
ous duties of an inspector—he declares 
that he never expects to go intv a mine 
to see what is required of these conyicts, 
or under what conditions it is required, 
and frankly admits that he does not 
know what is a reasonable task. Inspect- 
or Burke testified that the started into 
the Durham mines once and went about 
a hundred yards, when the water and 
mud were so bad it would ruin the only 
suit of clotnes he had ‘with him, and he 
abandoned the inspection. He further 
testified that he could not enter the 
Lookout mine !f the wanted to. 

The evidence is that occasionally & 
deputy warden goes into the mine, but 
that others have never been. 

Deputy Warden Ivey Was formerly in 
charge of about fifty convicts at the 
Palmer brick yard. His evidence and 
his reports show that he would go for 
weeks and montnas without a whipping, 
or only one or two. Some time since he 
and his squad were moved to the Look- 
Out mine, and at once ‘he ‘began to fre- 
quently administer to this same squad 
twenty-five and upward whippings 4 
month, a large percentage of which were 
for ‘idleness or ‘failure to get tasks.” 

The undersigned are satisfied from the 
evidence that the whippings at these 
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even convicts, are not 
going to “‘idle’’ or fail to. get toeir tasks 
week after week, when they know @ 
whipping certain. if the tasks are 
fair, reasonable and within their abil- 
ity. 

We have not found in our investiga- 
tions a single-state official who has fair- 
ly investigated this task question, or the 
conditions under which they are reé- 
quired, and the possibilities of the cruel 
treatment of the convicts in regard thefe- 
to are limitless. 

At Chattahoochee. 


The evidence as to the treatment of 
convicts at the Chattahoochee’ Brick 
Company, the character of the food fur- 
nished at times, the filthiness of their 
sleeping and eating quarters and the ex- 
cessive and exhaustive work exacted of 
them, and the punishments inflicted, 
have convinced us that many of tae hu- 
mane rules of the commission have beep 
violated at this camp. The evidence 
shows that the men are worked overtime 
and excessively hard, and many of them 
regularly on Sunday. 

It is claimed that in a plant of this 
kind a certain amount of Sunday worse 
is necessary, and that only volunteers 
are accepted for this work. We utter- 
ly reject the belief that there can be 
much ‘‘volunteering’’ among convicts. 
They can hardly be called ‘“‘free agents,” 
and there can be such an anomaly as 
an “unwilling volunteer’ in a convict 
camp. We do not deny that there may 
be a certain amount of Sunday work 
necessary about such a camp, but 
neither the law nor the rules of the 
prison commission recognize the put- 
ting of convicts regularly at this work. 
There may be emergencies,. or ‘oxen 
in the ditch," that would justify such 
employment occasionally, but we bhe- 
lieve that regular work, such as keep- 
ing fire under a brick kiln from years 
end to year’s end, Sundays and nights, 
ought not to be done by convicts. It 
would be better, if sucn work is neces- 
that it be done by free laborers. 

The evidence before us convinces us 
that Deputy Warden Casey has habits 
which unfit him to serve as deputy 
warden, charged with the physical and 
moral welfare of convicts, and we join 
in the recommendation of the peniten- 
tiary committees of thé senate and 
10use that he be discharged. 

From the evidence before us as [to 
the cursing of a convict in the pres- 
ence of the legislative committee which 
inspected the Lookout Mountain mines 
camp last November. for trying to 
make a complaint to the committee, we 
recommend that Warden Maxwell be 
discharged. In cursing a convict for 
any cause he violated a very proper 
rule of the commission, and showed 
himself unfit for his position. 

We further find that no member of 
the prison commission er fts secretary, 
had knowledge of these acts of cruelty. 
When they did learn of such, we be- 
lieve they had the matter investigated. 
Their existence. depended to a large de- 
gree upon the deputy wardens in charge 
of the convicts. We helieve that a 
more thorough system of inspection 
would have decreased the number of 
cruelties,-and have otherwise contrib- 
uted to the more humane treatment of 
the, convicts. We recommend. that 
some member of the prison commission 
personally -visit each eonviet camp in 
the state at least twice a year, and 
that the number of inspecters be in
